What’s Next for P5? 


According to ClubLog, http://www.clublog.org/mostwanted.php the five most wanted DXCC entities as of June 15, 
2015 are: 


Rank Prefix Entity Name 
1 P5 DPRK (NORTH KOREA) 
2 3Y/B BOUVET ISLAND 
3. VP8S SOUTH SANDWICH ISLANDS 
4 FTISW CROZET ISLAND 
5. VK@H HEARD ISLAND 


The Democratic People's Republic of Korea (aka DPRK or North Korea, prefix PS) has arguably been the most elu- 
sive DXCC entity since the country was accepted into the United Nations in 1991 and added to the ARRL DXCC List in 
July 1995. 


There have been only three valid operations from P5 since being added to the DXCC List, with some “Pirate” opera- 
tions as well. 


The three valid operations were: 
e P5/OH2AM (OH2BC, OH2BH, OH@XX) May 14, 1995 Amateur Radio Demonstration - 20 QSOs 
e P51BH (OH2BH) April 21, 1999 Amateur Radio Demonstration 263 QSOs 
e P5/4L4FN (4L4FN) Nov. 2001 - Nov. 2002 Regular operation. 16,194 QSOs, 12,170 unique calls 


And that’s it. If you don’t have a QSL card from one of these operations, P5 is probably in the #1 slot on your per- 
sonal Want List. To make matters worse, if you’re shooting for the #1 slot on the CW DXCC Honor Roll, there is an 
even larger void. 


Two years ago at Visalia, an old friend, Bob Locher, W9KNI, who stands alone at the top of the latest DXCC CW 
standings at 358 is missing P5. It’s that rare. 


In December, 2002 the only active North Korean station was 
ordered off the air. Ed Giorgadze, 4L4FN, who had been op- 
erating as P5/4L4FN from Pyongyang, was called into a 
meeting with the "Radio Regulation Board" and without any 
explanation, was politely asked to quit all transmissions and 
pack all his radio equipment. For the last 13 years all that 
has been heard from P35 is silence on the bands. 
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The ARRL accredited Ed’s SSB and RTTY operation as P5/4L4FN for DXCC. 


In the “close but no cigar” category we have Dr. Hranislav Milosevic, YT1AD, who claime to have been "licensed" as 
P5A, but was not allowed to operate on either occasion he was in the country. 


P5RS7 operated in 1992, but was not in North Korea. The Ten-Ten newsletter wrote that this station was operating 
from over the border from North Korea in Vladivostok, Russia. 


e OK1DTG/P5: Josef Zabavik was with the Czech army stationed in N.K. in 1992. He claims "verbal permission" to 
operate and worked stations on the 40m, 20m and 15m bands. Station P51DTG was suspected of being a pi- 
rate station, unaffiliated with Zabavik. 


e My favorite, Romeo Stepanenko, 3W3RR, AHOM, (etc.) accompanied by Oleg, UB4JDM, Mike, UW@MF and 
Toly, UT3UY signed P5RS7 in December, 1992 in an operation disallowed by the ARRL for “ethics violations”. 


e HA@HW: denied operating privileges by DPRK 


e JH1AJT and JH4RHF: installed a ham station at Pyongyang and lectured on the ham hobby. Forbidden to turn 


on the rig. 


e HM@Dx: was heard in 2000 calling himself "Kim", receiving hams used beam settings to locate him in Japan. 


e = P5/KA2HTV: medical doctor on humanitarian trip to N.K. took a ham station with him, but was denied opera- 
tion permission on what was described as a "mix-up" by N.K. authorities

On February 28, 2015, DX-World.net broke the news that Dom, 3Z9DX had written permission to operate from 
PS. 


Dom claims to have received a further letter from authorities in Pyongyang inviting him to a final meeting to dis- 
cuss [and for he to accept] rules by the North Korean military and the relevant telecommunications department. 


This meeting is supposed to take place in December, 2015 with activity planned for January or February 2016. 
Activity will last for 5 days. 


The Intrepid-DX Group 


First announced at the Dayton Hamvention in 2013, Intrepid-DX Group members, Paul, N6PSE and David, 
AH6HY were granted visas to visit the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea in June, 2013. (This in itself is not 
particularly exciting. North Korea has allowed US citizens to obtain visas and enter the country since January 
2010. Getting in is easy; getting out is where the problems lie.) 


However, the outlook for US citizens contemplating a visit to PS should be tempered by the following waning 
from the US State Department: 


“The Department of State strongly recommends against all travel by U.S. citizens to North Korea 
(Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, or DPRK). This replaces the Travel Warning for North Korea of 
November 19, 2013, to update information on the risk of arbitrary arrest and detention of U.S. citizens in 
North Korea. Travel by U.S. citizens to North Korea is not routine, and U.S. citizen tourists have been sub- 
ject to arbitrary arrest and long-term detention. North Korean authorities have arrested U.S. citizens 
who entered the DPRK legally on valid DPRK visas as well as U.S. citizens who accidentally crossed into 
DPRK territory. The Department of State has also received reports of DPRK authorities arbitrarily detain- 
ing U.S. citizens without charges and not allowing them to depart the country. In the past 18 months, 
North Korea detained several U.S. citizens who were part of organized tours. Do not assume that joining 
a group tour or use of a tour guide will prevent your arrest or detention by North Korean authorities. Ef- 
forts by private tour operators to prevent or resolve past detentions of U.S. citizens in the DPRK have not 
succeeded in gaining their release.” 


The Intrepid-DX Group is seeking permission to lead two groups of twelve people each on a two week expedi- 
tion to the DPRK. While inside the country, they plan to operate an amateur radio station and make contacts 
with ham operators around the world. 


The two are now planning a second visit and have added a representative of the Chinese amateur radio commu- 
nity to their group: Fan Bin (BA1RB). 


P5/K6VVA/P5CW 


Eric Hilding, K6VVA, is proposing an “anti-pirate” strategy for his planned P5 operation. Not many details are 
available at the current moment. 
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The Next Operation? 


From where might the next licensed P5 operation originate? | have posed the question to several BY opera- 
tors who usually simply shake their heads. That, coupled with the State Department warning to US citizens, 
causes me to speculate that the next operation might originate from South Korea (ROK) (HL) through the 
Kaesong Industrial Region (KIR). the Kaesong Industrial Region is a special administrative industrial region of 
North Korea (DPRK). It was formed in 2002 from part of the Kaesong Directly-Governed City. 


Its most notable feature is the Kaesong industrial park, operated as a collaborative economic development 
with South Korea (ROK). The park is located six miles north of the Korean Demilitarized Zone, an hour's drive 
from Seoul, with direct road and rail access to South Korea. The park allows South Korean companies to em- 
ploy cheap labor that is educated, skilled, and fluent in Korean, while providing North Korea with an impor- 
tant source of foreign currency. 


As of April 2013, 123 South Korean companies employed about 53,000 DPRK workers and 800 ROK staff. 
Their wages, totaling $90 million each year, had been paid directly to the North Korean government. 

On 3 April 2013, during the 2013 Korean crisis, North Korea blocked access to the region to all South Korean 
citizens. On 8 April 2013, the North Korean government removed all 53,000 North Korean workers from the 


Kaesong industrial park, which effectively shut down all activities. On 15 August 2013, both countries agreed 
that the industrial park should be reopened. 


Random Thoughts 
Although I’ve never been to the DPRK, | have made a number of trips to the ROK. My daughter Beth taught 
English in the ROK for a year and | have conducted a lot of business with Korean companies. 


When you leave or arrive in Korea at the new Inchon Airport (a fantastic facility) you are only 22 miles from 
the border with the DPRK. The DPRK is plainly visible from a window seat during takeoff and landing. 

In Seoul, there are plenty of reminders that the Korean War ended with an armistice, and no "final peaceful 
settlement" has been achieved as of today. The freeways in Seoul have areas set aside for storing tank traps 
that can be deployed immediately in case hostilities resume.
